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ORDINANCE NO. 87-4 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING THE OCCUPATIONAL 
LICENSING ORDINANCE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA BY 
AMENDING SECTIONS 31*5-7, 31*5-8, 31*5-28, 31*5-31, 

31*5-51, 31*5-52, 31*5-55, AND 31*5-56; PROVIDING FOR 
DELETION OF SECTIONS 31*s-9, 31*5-32, 31*5-42, 31*5-54, 

PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE 
OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; PROVIDILNG FOR EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Division of Occupational Licensing of the Office 
Tax Collector for Palm Beach County has reviewed the existing 
Occupational Licensing Ordinance and determined that several sections 
pertaining to fees should be amended; and 

WHEREAS, the Division of Occupational Licensing has further 
detemined that certain sections of the ordinance are now obsolete as 
certain state and federal agencies regulate same; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
has determined that it is in the best interests of the people of Palm 
Beach County to provide for the proper licensing of certain occupations 
within Palm Beach County, 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

SECTION 1. 

Palm Beach County Ordinance 72-7 as amended, and in particular 
sub-section 7 and Section 31*5-7 of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of 
Palm Beach County is hereby amended as follows: 

Any person who, in applying to the tax collectior for a license 
based upon capacity, number of persons employed, or any other 
contingency, shall make a false statement under-oath of capacity, number 
of persons employed, or other contingency, shall be deemed guilty of a 
second degree misdemeanor and punished aeeordingly 


in accordance with Florida Law. 
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SECTION 2. 

Palm Beach County Ordinance No. 72-7 and in particular 
sub-section 8 and Section 31*5-8 of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of 
Palm Beach County is hereby amended as follows:

The tax collector shall make a duplicate of each license issued. The 
person obtaining the license shall keep the same displayed conspicuously 
at the place of business and in such a manner as to be open to the view 
of the public and subject to the inspection of all duly authorized 
officers of the county. Upon faiure to do so he shall be subject to the 
payment of another license tax for engaging in or managing the business 
oi or occupation for which the license was obtained. If the payment of a 
license is made to the department of banking and finance, department of 
insurance or department of revenue, the license shall be issued by the 
office to whom the payment must be made.

Palm Beach County Ordinance No. 72-7 and in particular 
sub-section 16(a) and Section 31*5~16(a) of the Code of Laws and 
Ordinances of Palm Beach County is hereby amended as follows: 

(a) All confirmed exipples handicapped persons or invalids 
physically incapable of manual labor, widows with minor dependents, and 
persons sixty—five (65) years of age or older, with not more than one 
employee or helper, and who use their own capital only, not in excess of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) and who are residents of Palm Beach 
County shall be allowed to engage in any lawful business or occupation in 
Palm Beach County without being required to pay for a license; except 
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that this exemption shall not apply to any of the occupations specified 
in Palm Beach County Ordinance No. 72-7 and in particular sub-section 30 
and 34 and sections 31*j-30 and 31*5-34. The exemption provided by this 
section shall be allowed only upon the certificate of the county 
physician, or other reputable physician licensed in the State of Florida , 
that the applicant claiming the exemption is a confirmed eripple 
handicapped person or invalid, the nature and extent of the disability 
being specified therein, and in case the exemption is claimed by a widow 
with minor dependents, or a person over sixty-five (65) years of age, 
proof of the right to the exemption shall be made. Any person entitled 
to the exemption provided by this section shall, upon application and 
furnishing of the necessary proof as aforesaid, be issued a license which 
shall have plainly stamped or written across the face thereof the fact 
that it is issued under this section, and the reason for the exemption 
shall be written thereon.

Every person engaged in the business of owning or operating telephone 
systems in the county for profit shall pay a license tax according to the 
following schedule: 

(a) On the first one thousand (1,000) phones or instruments, or 
fraction of one thousand (1,000), thi*ty-eent9-($eT3e> nineteen cents 
for each ($0.19) phone or instrument operated or installed; 

(b) On the second one thousand (1,000) or fraction over one 
thousand (1,000), tweRty-feee-eeRts—fifteen cents ($0.15) for 
each phone or 

instrument operated or installed; and 

(c) On all over two thousand (2,000), eighteen-eents—($0-48)- 
eleven cents ($0.11) for each phone or instrument operated or installed. 

Owners or managers of telephone systems operated or having 
installed less than one hundred (100) phones or instruments shall not be 
required to pay a license tax.
